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Greater student participation 


Addressing a faculty con- 
vocation, CSUS President 
James Bond last week ad- 
vocated ‘finding new ways to 
strengthen the role of students 
in participating in the gover- 
nance of the university.” 
Students ought to be active 
members of ‘significant ad- 
visory bodies so that they have 
Significant input in what goes 
on,’ he said 

The president supported 
the Associated Students (AS) 
stand on the funding of 
Instructionally Related 
Programs (IRA). The prac- 
tical experience of science 
programs has long been 
recognized while neglecting 
the same for more culturally 
oriented areas, he pointed out. 

For a time during the spr- 
ing and summer the AS 
refused to finance IRA as it 
had traditionally done, on the 
grounds that IRA was part of 
the educational program and 
therefore deserved to be sup 
ported by the university. IRA 
includes such things as KERS 
radio, forensics, chicanito 
science project, women's 
Studies and men’s athletics. 

The AS agreed to finance 
IRA for fiscal 1975 0n the con- 
dition that if monies from AB 
3116 became available, AS 
funds would be withdrawn. AB 
3116 provides $2.6 million for 
State funding of IRA and 
currently sits on the gover- 
nor’s desk awaiting his 
signature. It would take effect 
January | if signed 

Bond named collective 
bargaining as an issue “com- 
ing into sharp focus in this 
Stute and felt there would be 
a collective bargaining bill 
passed within two years. “I 
hope we will have the good 
sense to come up with a bill 
that is reflective of the 
processes that take place in 
these institutions rather than 
simply be a copy of the in 
dustrial mode, which prot anes 
and prostitutes much of what 
we do here 

While not taking a personal 
stund, Bond pointed out that 
the issue not settled is the role 
of students in the collective 
bargaining process. ‘Unless 
negotiating models are well 
developed so as to include 
students as negotiating par- 
ties, then students will be the 
innocent victims of the 
bargaining process,’ he said 


Tuition is an issue raisedon 
the national level but not yet 
raised significantly on the 
state level, Bond went on. 


‘*The question is based on who 
benefits and who will pay,”’ he 
said. State and federal 
government ,jhave absorbed 
most of the inflationary cost of 
education and not much has

been borne by the con 
sumers—our students, he 
added. 


In his first year at Sac State 
after moving from Ohio, Bond 
advocated tuition for Califor- 
nia students. A furor erupted, 
particularly from minority 
communities who claimed 
they would be precluded from 
the educational process and 
thus locked into the status quo 
Now starting his third year as 
president, Bond avoided any 
Statements of direct en- 
dorsement of tuition, settling 
instead to merely bring up the 
issue, 

The major cost of education 
is now made up of services and 
materials to support these 
huge, monstrous plants begin- 
ning to eat into our budget, he 
said. ‘Unless the state con 
tinues to respond and comes 
up with patterns of funding to 
meet these demands, we're 
going to be in serious trouble, "’ 
Bond said 

Higher education for years 
has been in a growth spiral 
and now is in a steady and

even a decline stage, he con- 
tinued. Because of this, fun 
ding patterns tied to growth 
spirals are “totally inade 
quate’ to deal with us nowina 
no growth of decline situation 
Bond stressed 

He urged stimulation of the 
legislature to come up with 
new models to deal with the no 
growth situation that would 
allow new programs to be 
developed when the univer- 
sities are not in an explosive 
geometric growth as in the 
past decade 

Funding patterns based on 
growth are ‘very primitive, ”’ 
they simply will not work any 
longer, the president em- 
phasized. The state hasn't 
much time to respond, he said 

In explaining the iong lines 
of students outside the Men's 
Gym while he addressed the 
faculty, Bond pointed out that 
education is presently a 
student's market. Various 
educational instututions are 
competing for students, so 
that students no longer need to 
make firm commitments 
months in advance. 

Computer Assisted Regis- 
tration is predicated on 
Students being highi 
motivated, degree orient 
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doing a great deai of planning 
and receiving good and solid 
advising, he said. ‘None ofthis 
may be true as far as our 
population is concerned. 

“The ability to plan and 
predict right now has almost 
gone out the window. We're 
dealing with whole new 
changes of attitudinal sets in 
our student population that 
are extremely difficult to 
monitor and feed into any 
system we devise. "’ 

Bond suggested taking a 
hard look at the curriculum 
and its soft areas. ‘During the 
Cambodia years and our 
concern with student dissent, 
we attempted to break the lock 
step system and we did a good 
job of it ina number of areas, 
but we may have gone a little 
too far. 

“We have got to redefine 
more rationally what essen 
tial programs exist in the 
university and what essential 
courses are part of the 
generation of particular 
competencies. 

rankly, we have to have 
the capacity to plan resources 
to beareasonably weil run 
institution. We simply can't 
fly by the seat of our pants.” 

Bond received sustained 
applause at the close of his 
remarks 


lwakuni five 
face charges 


(ZNS) Five U.S. Marines 
are being court-martialed in 
Iwakuni, Japan, for denoun- 
cing the government of Park 
Chung Hee in South Korea 

The five men—known as 
the ‘‘Iwakuni Five’’—were 
arrested in July while reques 
ting people to sign letters 
which detailed alleged abuses 
of freedom in South Korea 

The marines are charged 
with a violation of a U.S 
marine order in Japan which 
prohibits the circulation of 
petitions off base by off-duty 
personnel without military 
permission. 

The five men state they 
were not circulating 
“petitions’ but individual 
letters, each letter reqquiring 
a single signature. Each letter 
began by stating ‘‘I 
understand that American tax 
dollars and the U.S. military 
presence are being used to 
Support an anti-democratic 
dictatorship in South Korea."’ 

The letters for which the 
five marines are being court- 
martialed were addressed to 
the United States Congress.

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Labor aids CIA 


(ZNS) The Central 
Intelligence —~ . with the 
cooperation of labor leader 
George Meany, is reported to 
have infiltrated and controlled 


international labor 
organizations around the 
world. 


This is the theme of an ar- 
ticle published in the fall 
edition of Counterspy 
magazine. Counterspy is a 


journal of the organizng com- 
mittee for the Fifth Estate in 
Washington, D.C., an 


independent research group 
which monitors the activities 
of U.S. intelligence agencies. 

In an article entitled 
‘clandestine enforcement of 
U.S. Foreign Labor Policy’, 
Fifth Estate researcher Win- 
slow Peck charges that the 
C.LA. works handin-hand 
with multinational 
cooperations to control at 
least three international labor 
organizations supported by 
Meany’s AFL-CIO. 

According to Peck, the 
Latin AmericanC 1.A. “Labor 
Proprietary” is the American 


Institute for Free Labor 
Development—or A.LF.L.D.: 
in Africa, says Peck, the 
C.1.A.-labor-front group is the 
African Labor Center; and in 
Asia, he says, the group is 
known as the Asian-American 
Free Labor Institute. 

formerC.1.A. agent Phillip 
Agee, who is now living in 
England and writing a on 
agency activities, has 
previously charged that the 
A.LF.L.D. was a conduit for 
C.1.A. funds used to overthrow 
progressive governments in 
Latin America. 

In the Counterspy article, 
Peck says that the labor 
groups played important roles 
in overthrowing the 
governments of Chile, Brazil, 
Guyana and the Dominican 
Republic, and has been in 
volved in Anti-Castro ac- 
tivities in Cuba. 

Peck writes: ‘‘George 
Meany has been the principle 
person directing the C.LA.'s 
clandestine activities against 
world labor’ 


Subliminal sounds 


(ZNS) There may be a lot 
more to pop records than 
meets the ear. Detroit's Fifth 
Estate newspaper reports that 
the recording industry may 
soon be the subject of an inves- 
tigation into ‘subliminal 
advertising.” 

Subliminal advertising—in 
which suggestions are flashed 
almost imperceptibly to 
viewers—was outlawed by the 
federal government a few 
years ago tor use in television 
advertising 

However, the recording in- 
dustry was not covered by 
these laws—and now highly 
paid engineers have 
reportedly devised a way to 
insert a series of subliminal 
sounds on records 

As the record is played, 
these subliminal messages 
are so short that you can't 
hear them consciously: 
however, the Fifth Estate says 


you do hear them sub- 
consciously. Some _ records 
might include subliminal ver- 
bal sex references: others 
may use subliminal emotional 
work cues to help the record's 
image 
Says the Fifth Estate 
This might explain the star 
tling popularity of certain 
groups and artists who have 
never measured up, on tour, to 
their own recordings”

Public Citizen states that as 
a result olf a closed-door May 
Mh meeting with officials of 
the atomic industry, the 
Treasury Department 
decided to reevaluate what is 
meant by “Pollution control” 
at nuclear plants

Edison Electric 
an industry trade 
reportedly re 


quested that up to 35 percent of 
the $1 billion cost of a single 


nuclear plum be considered 
pollution control This 
would entitle the company to 
sell tux free municipal bonds 
to cover 35 percent of the cost 
of each atmoic plant 
The Nader group has 
charged that “Pollution con 
trol’, as defined by Congress 
for tux free bonds, was to ap 
ply very specifically to clean- 
ing up industrial wastes—and 
was not meant as a write-off 
for major construction ex- 
penses 


Public Citizen says that if 
the ruling is granted, tax- 
payers will lose in two ways: it 
Says that the public will lose 
the taxes normally collected 
on construction bonds; and it 
adds that additional tax-free 
bonds on the market will drive 
up the prices for other public 
bonds, for such things as 
school, sewers, libraries and

Remember it was a 22-0 loss 
to UOP last year that sent Sac 
State on its wav toa 1-9 season 

Will history repeat it se ? 
Lets hope not 

Willard Harrell. the 
nation's leading all-purpose 
runner last year, rambled for 
two touchdowns to lead the 
Tiger onslaught 

Harrell's TD runs of seven 
and 91 yards highlighted an 
Otherwise lackluster per. 
formance by both teams 

The Tigers struck first with 
Mike Town scoring in the first 
quarter after recovering a 
Harrell fumble. The TD 

followed a marchof 68 yards in 
eight plays 

The game was filled with 
plenty of mistakes, including 
nine fumbles by the host 
Tigers—seven of which they 
were able to recover 

Once again, it was the 
Hornets offense—or lack of 
it—-that was their downfall 
Quarterback Alex Guzman 
completed only 5 of 13 passes 
for 62 yards. The entire pas- 


sing attack only had 64 yards 
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The running attack wasn't 
impressive either, gaining 
only 132 yards in 38 carries. 
The one bright spot of that run 
ning game was George Sula, 
who managed 89 yards in 16 
hauls 

The Tigers ground game on 
the other hand gained 232 
yards in 48 carries, 178 of them 
by Hadrreil in 19 tries. The 
Edison High graduate also 
caught two passes for an ad 
ditional 24 yards. 

Sac State had few scoring 
chahces during the contest. On 
the first series of downs, the 
Hornets drove 71 yards to the 
UOP 13 yard line, but the 
sputtenng offense could go no 
further and Roy Arreygue was 
called upon to attempt a 43- 
yard field goal. The FG try 
failed and that was that 

The Hornet's defense, liv- 
ing up to its accolades otf last 
season, kept the Tigers out of 
the end zone in the third 
quarter and allowed only one 
TD in each of the other 
quarters 

The Hornets returnhome to 
face Nevada-Reno Friday 
mght at 7:30 p.m.

The great energy gouge has 
replaced the contrived energy 
shortage of last winter just as 
predicted by anumber of close 
observers of the oil industry. 
Naw. however, the hordes of 
reporters who daily covered 
William Simon and _ his 
Federal Energy Office have 
gone back to other duties 
Gouges are not as exciting to 
report as crises—including 
the long gas station lines 
earlier this year 

Recently we made an 
inventory of what Simon's 
successor, John Sawhill, and 
the Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration (FEA) was 
doing. Here is a summary 

John Sawhill, despite wide 
public criticism, continues to 
hire former oil industry ex 
ecutives for key policy 
positions. Exxon paid one of 
his latesi recruits, Melvin A 
Conant, $90,000 in a lump sum 
just before he took the FEA 
Job (he has to be confirmed by 
the Senate) as compensation 
to ease the hardship of his 
$36,000 government salary 
The ‘‘Houston-to- 
Washington’ oil industry 
shuttle continues to control 
energy policy 

Although the former Cost of 
Living Council's own 
documents show that there 
was no production cost jus 
tification for the CLC’s 
notorious decision last 
December to raise the per- 
mitted pnce of domestic “old 
oil” from $4.25 to $5.25, John 
Sawhill won't reverse this $2- 
billion-plus raid on the con

sumer. Those same CLC 
documents also show no 
evidence that this price rise 
would stimulate more produc- 
tion nor reduce demand. 

Mr. Sawhill frequently 
preaches conservation of 
energy and wears a tieless 
shirt without jacket at work to 
show how lighter summer 
wear can reduce the need for 
heavy air conditioning. But his 
agency is reluctant to press 
for mandatory auto fuel 
economy standards for new 
cars, among numerous other 
ways to speed up energy 
Savings in the design of con- 
sumer products. What is most 
astonishing is how the FEA 
has avoided highlighting the 
early results of its modest 
federal energy management 
program 

If we are to believe FEA's 
compilation, in the nine mon- 
ths ending June 30, 1974, 
federal agencies reduced their 
anticipated energy demand by 
almost 25 percent with a sav- 
ing equivalent to 75 million 
barrels of oil worth $600 
million, Why is this record of 
achievement not 
publicized? 


One possible answer is that 
if waste prevention were 
really pushed in the private 
sector by the FEA, it would 
piace the utilities ina difficult 
financial situation. Waste of 
electricity is essential to keep 
revenues up, as miliions of 
consumers learned recently 
When they were informed that 
the reward for their conser 
ving last winter was higher 
rates. Sawhill instead takes 
the corporate way out by

rather its lack of it. Where else 
can one spend two weeks and 
see animals such as mountain 
goats, mountain sheep, buf- 
falo, mule deer, elk, black 
bears, and moose roaming 
freely and seemingly un- 
threatened by man? Where 
else can one wake up in the 
morning at the foot of a glacier 
and breathe in REAL air while 
cooking succulent trout over a 
camptire? That is why I went 
and I was not dissappointed 

I saw my first wild moose 
near the shores of a turquise 
colored glacial lake called 
Peytoe, three days after | 
entered the country. We had 
hiked for about five miies 
when I noticed that to the left 
of the trail was something ly- 
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ing in a stream that was too 
big to be a deer and too small 
to be anelephant. Nobody ever 
told me that moose were to be 
feared, so I thought nothing of 
approaching the creature fora 
closer view 

He was a young bullmoose 
but still the largest wild 
animal I have ever seen. He 
was the size of a not-so-small! 
horse. though built a little 
differently 

As I walked toward him, I 
was careful to stay close 
enough to trees so that I might 
seek refuge by climbing one if 
it became necessary. It didn't 
When the moose noticed me 
he slowly stood up and trotted 
up the hill, disappearing inthe 
forest. I followed him for 
awhile and he didn't seem dis- 
turbed by my presence 

Perhaps the high point of 
the trip was when I stumbled 
upon a herd of mountain goats 
that were feeding near the 
shores of a rushing river. The 
group numbered 15, with four 
or five young goats (Mountain 
Kids’). The goats seemed 
even less bothered by humans 
than the moose. They com- 
pletely ignored me though | 
got as close as 15 or 20 feet 
from some of them. 

For the wilderness person 
the Canadian Rockies is noth- 
ing short of a shangri-la. The 
only regret I had to visiting it 
was that I had to leave. Next 
time I go, and there will 
definitely be a next time, 
perhaps it will not be a tem- 
porary visit. Its the ideal place 
for a crazy, uncivilized moun- 
tain madman, such as myself, 
to live out the rest of his life 
among al! the other 


wilderness critters.
